Residents of Mulberry Heights 
affected by standing water on their 
property will, hopefully, have that 
problem removed by late Spring of 
1981, according to Mrs. Frances 
Trammell, Community Development 
Coordinator.

High Number Of Hunting Accidents Requires 
Greater Safety Efforts 


The 1980-81 hunting sea- 
son has already experienced 
16 hunting related accidents, 
two of them fatal. Depart- 
ment of Conservation and 
Natural Resources Commis- 
sioner, John M. McMillan, 
Jr., has expressed grave 
concern regarding this high 
incidence of hunting acci- 
dents and fatalities. To re- 
serve this undesirable trend 
over the holiday season, 
which brings with it increas- 
ed hunting activity, requires 
each individual outdoorsper- 


son to exercise common 
sense, constant vigilance, 
safety procedures and pre- 


cautions, and insist that their 
companions do the same. 
Hunters must ever be 
knowledgeable and mindful 
of their responsibilities when 
handling guns. They must 
also rigidly observe and 
apply hunter safety princi- 
ples, rules and procedures, 
and make absolutely certain 
of the identity of their target 
prior to aiming or firing. 
Other outdoor sportsper- 
sons must also be mindful of 
any hunting activity under- 
way within the same area

they are using and not place 
themselves 
being the victim of any 
accidental shooting. These 
individuals are reminded to 
wear readily observable clo- 
thing, preferably hunter 
orange. Twelve of the acci- 
dents reported this season 
could have possibly been 
prevented if the victim had 
been wearing hunter orange 
clothing. 

During the holiday sea- 
son many businesses as well 
as schools will be closed for 
vacation and all hunters 
should be aware of the 
increased need for safety 
precautions. A safe and 
happy holiday season for all 
demands everyone's cooper- 
ation, attention, and dedi- 
cation to eliminate these 
preventable accidents. 


The ten rules of hunting 
safety are as follows: 

1, Treat every gun with 
the respect due a loaded gun. 

2. Watch that muzzle! Be 
able to control the direction 
of the muzzle even if you

should stumble. 

3. Unload guns when not 
in use. Take down or have 
actions open; guns should be 
carried in case to the shoot- 
ing area. 

4. Be sure barrel and 
action are clear of obstruc- 
tions, and that you have only 
ammunition of the proper 
size for the gun vou are 
carrying. 

5. Be sure of your target 
before your squeeze the 
trigger; know identifying fea- 
tures of the game you hunt. 

6, Never point a gun at 
anything you do not want to 
shoot; avoid all horseplay 
with a firearm. 

7, Never climb a fence or 
tree or jump a ditch with a 
loaded gun; never pull a gun 
toward you by the muzzle. 

8. Never shoot a bullet at 
a flat, hard surface or water; 
at target practice be sure 
your backstop is adequate, 

9, Store guns and ammu- 
nition separately, beyond the 
reach of children and care- 
less adults. 

10, Avoid alcoholic bever- 
ages before or during 


shooting.

With all the feasts of the

General: Always treat the 
stain while it is fresh. First, 
identify the stain and the 
fiber. Test for color change 


/ and fabric damage before 
/ using any stain remover. 


Avoid hot water on an 
' unknown stain: Work care- 


, fully and patiently with a 
{ stain, using light, brushing 


motions. Rinse the fabric 


‘ well and dry it rapidly. 


Candlewax: Place the 
stained area between clean 
white blotters or several 
layers of white paper towels 


, or facial tissues. Press with a 
* warm iron, then sponge the 


stained area with a grease 


» solvent. 


Chewing gum: Rub the 
gum with ice, then scrape it 
off with a dull knife. If the 
stain remains, sponge it with 
a grease solvent. 

Chocolate: Sponge the 
stain with cool water or soak 
it in cool water for at least 30 
minutes. If the stain re- 
mains, work detergent into 
the stain, then rinse it 
thoroughly. Allow the article 
to dry. 

If a greasy stain remains, 


i sponge it with a grease 
* solvent. 
_ remains 


If a colored stain 
after the fabric 
dries, wse a bleach. 

Fruits and berries: 

Soak the stain in cool 
water. If the stain remains, 
work detergent into it, then 
rinse it. If hot water can be 
used safely on the fabric, 


. pour boiling water through 


the spot from a height of one 
to three feet. 

To remove an old stain, 
gently rub glycerine into it. 
Let it stand for several hours, 

“apply a few drops of white 
vinegar and rinse thorough- 


ly.

Thirty to thirty-two mil- 
lion Christmas trees were 
harvested in America last 
year. That is an increase of 
ten to eleven per cent since 
1971. Most of these, over 
90%, are plantation grown 
trees. In other words, they 
were planted and grown for 
the sole purpose of becoming 
somebody’s Christmas tree. 
Christmas trees are now 
grown commercially in 43 of 
our SO states. The state of the 
Pacific Northwest, however, 
are the largest producers. 
The Christmas tree business 
is rather new in Alabama, 


,, but it seems to be doing well. 


Most Christmas trees are 
sold after they are cut, but 
there are growners who will 
allow the consumer to come 
to their farm and select and 
cut his own tree. This select 


‘and cut type. harvest ac- 


counts for about 9% of the 
annual harvest. Christmas 
trees can also be bought with 
their roots balled in burlap so 
that they can be set out in the 
purchaser’s yard after 
Christmas. These live tree 
sales account for only about 
1.5% of the annual sales, 
however. Christmas tree 
growers are now 450,000 
acres of Christmas trees 
planted in the United States. 
The rule of thumb that most 
growers use is that they must

plant two to three trees for 
each salable tree that is 
suitable to harvest. 

Many different species of 
evergreens are sold for 
Christmas trees. Scotch Pine 
was the most popular species 
for a number of years; now, 
this species seems to be 


declining in popularity. 
Douglas fir is presently the 
leading Christmas tree 


species in quantity sold. 

Trees are sold in all sizes, 
but the five to seven foot size 
is the most popular. It takes 
from six to twelve years for a 
young tree to reach this size. 
While they are growing to 
market size, each acre of 
trees will produce enough 
oxygen for 18 people. 

The Christmas tree busi- 
ness is big business. There 
are. 100,000 jobs in the 
tree industry. 
Chrishtmas trees are not only 
one of our best-loved Holiday 
symbols, they are putting the 
grits and greens on a lot of 
people's tables.

ASCS Reports 


Emergency 


Feed Activity 


Coffee County farmers 
have received $13,235 from 
the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service 
during the last five weeks to 
purchase about 325,000 
pounds of livestock feed. 

Application for the Emer- 
gency Feed Program have 
been filed by 110 farmers in 
the county. To date 58 area 
farmers have been approved 
by the county committee with 
other eligible farmers cur- 
rently being approved. 

Many farmers suffered a 
tremendous loss of feed for 
their livestock during the 
summer drought, and are 
just now feeling the effect of 
having to buy feed above 
normal purchases. In the 
coming months, the ASCS 
will continue to help farmers 
by sharing a portion of the 
cost of livestock feed. This 
will help to preserve live- 
stock in Coffee County and 
prevent the widespread 
selling of herds. 

The last day to sign up for 
this program is December 
31, 1980. Livestock pro- 
ducers who have had a 
substantial loss in feed 
grains and hay should check 
with the ASCS office. 

Producers who have 
already signed up may need 
to file a subsequent applica- 
tion when their application 
ends. These should be filed 
immediately after the ending 
date of the first application if 
additional feed is needed. 
The December 31 deadline 
does not apply to subsequent 
applications. 

The Emergency Feed 
Program authorizes ASCS to 


i 


reimburse livestock owners a 
portion of the cost of feed 
purchased when a natural 
disaster has reduced the 
amount of feed normally 
produced on the farm, Pay- 
ments are made at the rate of 
50 percent of the cost of feed 
purchased not to exceed 
three cents per pound of feed 
grain grain equivalent. The 
applicant must buy feed in 
larger-than-normal quanti- 
ties. 


AEC Files 


Petition 


In an effort to hold down 
electric cost to its member/ 
consumers, Alabama Electric 
Cooperative filed a petition 
in Washington Monday with 
the Federal Energy Regula- 
tory Commission to intervene 
in Alabama Power Com- 
pany’s filing for a wholesale 
power rate increase. 

Alabama Electric Co- 
operative (AEC) filed the 
petition on behalf of ten 
electric distribution coopera- 
tives in protest to Alabama 
Power Company’s request 


for a 33 percent rate 
increase. 
Alabama Power Com- 


pany’s rate increase would 
amount to a better than 
seven-million-dollar annual 
increase to AEC’s coopera- 
tive customers. 

**We recognize that infla- 
tion has had its effect on the 


cost of power, but the 
request is excessive,’’ said 
Charles Lowman, AEC 
general manager, ‘‘and 


we're certainly opposed to 
this wholesale rate increase. 

‘‘When power cost al- 
ready represents an average 
of 75 cents out of every dollar 
our rural electric co-ops 
spend, a rate increase would 
cause a hardship on our

The Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commis- 
sion will act on the petition 
by January 5, 1981, when it 
will decide to reject or 
suspend the rate increase 
from one day to five months.

states and foreign countries.

For A Christmas Tree 


Every year thousands of 
Christmas trees are bought 
by Alabamians. They come 
in many sizes, shapes, and 
species. But like everything 
else, we want to get our 
money’s worth out of our tree 
and have it remain fresh and 
attractive for as long as 
possible. A fresh, green tree 
is not only more attractive 

nd sheds fewer needles o 
the carpet:it is also safer. 
fresh evergreen tree does not 
burn easily. There are a few 
rules that can help a con- 
sumer to select a fresh tree: 

1. Bend one of the tree's 
needles and release it. If the 
needle springs back to its 
original position it is fresh. 

2. Bump the base of the 
tree against the ground. If 
the tree is fresh, only a 
minimal number of needles 
will fall off. If bumping the 
tree against the ground 
produces a shower of falling 
foliage, it isn’t as fresh as it 
ought to be. 

Once a fresh tree is 
bought, we are half way 
home;the other half consists 
of keeping the tree fresh 
until we are finished with it. 

On arriving back home 
with the new tree, it should 
immediately be placed in 
water in a shady. unheated 
place.At least one-half inch 
should be cut off the tree's’ 
base before it is set up. This 
fresh cut will allow the tree to 
absorb water more readily. 
The tree should be set upin a 
stand that will hold at leaSt a 
quart of water. Check the 
water level about two hours 
after the tree is set up since 
new trees may take up water 
very rapidly. Thereafter, 
check the tree’s water level 
at least once a day. An 
average size tree may take 
up in excess of a quart of 
water during a 24 hour 
period.

Christmas 
Tree Origins 


Obscure 


There are many legends 
and stories that account for 
the modern use of a lighted 
evergreen tree as a Christ- 
mas decoration. According to 
one story, St. Boniface 
erected the first Christmas 
tree in Germany during the 
eighth century; another 
account gives Martin Luther 
credit for using the first 
lighted Christmas tree. Still 
other writers trace the origin 
of the decorated tree to 
pagan times when evergreen 
boughs were believed to 
possess mystical powers and 
were brought into the house 
to bring good luck.

Perhaps some, or all of 
these stories do account for 
our use of an evergreen tree 
as our principal Christmas 
decoration. The first written 
accounts of Christmas trees 
being used, however, date to 
sixteenth century Latvia, 
Estonia, and western Ger- 
many. The custom was first 
noted in America during fhe 
middle 1700's where Christ- 
mas trees were seeen among 
German immigrants in Pen- 
nsylvania. By the 1830's 
Christmas trees were 4 
common sight in Eastern 
Pennsylvania and were 
occasionally reported from 
other parts of the United 
States. They became popular 
ona national scale during the 
1850's when they spread to 
this country from England. 
The Christmas tree had been 
introduced into the British 
Isles by Prince Albert, the 
German-born consort of 
Queen Victoria. : 

In 1856, President Pierce 
erected the first Christmas 
tree in the White House. The 
national tree lighting cere- 
mony was begun in 1923 by 
Calvin Coolidge. The first 
accounts of European Christ- 
mas trees say that they were 
decorated with apples and 
cookies. Early American 
trees were trimmed with 
apples, colored paper, nuts, 
strings of popcorn, fruit,and 
tufts of cotton. Candles were 
considered unsafe and were 
usually only lighted for a 
short time. Electric lights 
were used as a tree decora- 
tion for the first time in 1879. 

From obscure beginnings 
the Christmas tree has 
become one of our most 
loved symbols. It is another 
one of the good things from 
our forests.
